George Meyers gave his report in the morning session as follows: 

That the Southern Negro Commission of the Commxmist Party 

had met Friday, V23/65, and had adopted the following proposals 

for southern work: 

l-That a committee be formed in each Eastern, Mid-West, and Western 
District of the Party, whose job would be to study, integrate, 
and implement work in the south around Civil Rights crusades, labor 
union drives. 

2-That these committees be responsible towards forming ^ 
continuity and liaison with all progressives doing wo^5_,^^_ JF^ 
south, such as church groups, students, CORE, SNIC, SCCU, Lao©^ 
leaders, and to try to insure continuing work and contacts along 
these lines. 

^-That Party people be asked to go into the south for a long 
time residence and to seek jobs according to their traxnxng, such 
as teachers, engineers, writers, etc. 

4-All-out attempt to tie in economic issues with the Civil ^ 
Rights drives be made, and seek to start labor organizing drives. 

5-To insure means of finances for this work in the south. IJp 
insure that the usual southern solidarity donations were resumed 
in the fall. 

6-To form little committees of party members who had experiences ^^ 
in the south to give advice to those who would work in the south.

Levison mentioned that the "Nev? York 
Herald Tribune", a daily New York City newspaper, is 
writing articles on the financial support of ci7il 
rights groups. He noted that Ralph Abernathy, Tr??aGurer 
of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference (GCLC) 
has been contacted on this. Levison is concerned thct 
Abernathy will "shoot off his mouth". He said this is 
a delicate matter, how much support from whites and how 
much from Negroes, and Abernathy may mention big name 
contributors which people resent. He said this should be 
indicated to him.

assumed that one out of five or seven members of the Communist 
Party (CP) are Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) informants, 
then a parallel assumption could be made that one out of ten, 
fifteen or twenty^ is a Klansman. McWilliams added that this 
brings up the issue that Federal funds are being used to pay 
persons "who buy hoods" as well as to pay their dues^ persons 
who are unquestionably "agents provocateurs" in a particular 
group and who will "go along with an assassination party". 



I I commented that this is the unwritten story 
in the Liuzzo case^ (Mrs. Viola Liuzzo who was murdered on 
March 25, I965, in Lowndes County, Alabama) that it is 
incredible how a man who was an FBI person got involved in a 
set of circumstances where he could have taken part in a 
series of events resulting in a murder.

McWilliams stated that if the case result^ 4^3 a 
hune jury or an acquittal "what was the purpose of Jjhl-s 
anyway?" McWilliams felt that Dr. King (Martin Luther King) 
might want to concern himself with this quest ion because 
he will have to contend with this sort of thing xn all 
probability in some of the civil rights groups. He added 
that he feels that the Student Non-Violent Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC) "has some Interesting characters in their 
own membership right now." 

I I noted that "we" held a meeting in Atlanta on 
Friday, April 30, 1965, "where everybody assumed that there ^^ 
were... some people referred to them as FBI Agents and some ^^^ 
referred to them as agents nrovocateu rs . peo ple who were 
actually within their (SNCC) ranks." I Isaid that some 
SNCC people recalled certain persons who did start trouble 
and began a conflict between state authorities and civil ^ 
rights workers that was out of proportion to the circuras ^ances . 
He added that he and King have discussed this and feel it 
creates a big danger for the civil rights movement.

On 4/23/65 the Communist Party^ USA»s National 
Negro Commission met in Nevj York City. A number of proposals- 
were adopted by this body and their adoption was further 
confirmed by action of the Party »s National Committee on _ 
4/24/65 • These proposals are enumerated in the Bureau's 
"Current Intelligence Analysis*^ dated 5/5/65. Two additional 
matters were also stressed during the Party's deliberations? 

(1) a Party functionary stated that "we" should have Party 
contacts with such organizations as the Southern Conference 
Educational Fund, Inc.; Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference; Student Non-Violent Coordinating Committee; and 
other groups which supply medical and legal b.^<^ in the South; 

(2) the functionary also stated that "we" should operate in 
a more organised way by meeting with those who are going to 
the South for temporary work and having them report back to 
the Party about their experiences. 

Because of the ever-increasing importance of the 
civil rights movement generally, and the Party's designs to 
infiltrate and otherwise influence the movement, it is 
imperative that our investigative efforts, field-wide, be 
aimed at developing factual data as to the Party's actual 
implementation of its plans. All offices should, therefore, 
direct appropriate investigation through informants, sources 
and by other means to develop the information desired. 
Positive information obtained should be included in letter- 
head memoranda suitable for dissemination. The Bureau and 
appropriate offices should be promptly advised of pertinent 
developments.

Most of the individuals listed are doctors and nurses. 

With reference to the MCHR, a circular on 
the stationery of the MCHR dated March 22, I965, contained 
the following information concerning the MCHR: 

"It has become apparent that the Civil Rights 
movement has urgent need for support by Health and 
Medical personnel. The MEDICAL COMMITTEE FOR HUMAN 
RIGHTS came into being last summer to fill this need 
in Mississippi.

The Spring, 1964, issue of "Freedomways" is self- 
described as "A Quarterly Review of the Negro Freedom Move- 
ment" published by Freedomways Associates, Incorporated, 
799 Broadway, New York City. 

On May 24, 1961, a source advised that a report 
was given on "Freedomways" at a meeting of the National 
Board, Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), held on May 24, 1961.

Records in the office of the clerk. New York 
State Supreme court, Foley square. New York, reflect that 
The physicians* Forum, inc., (pp) was issued a certificate 
of Incorporation on April 27, 1944, under the laws of the 
State of New York, to operate as a non-profit, membership 
organization principally in the United States. Tbe PF, 
under the name of the New York physicians^ Forum, had been 
in existence as an unincorporated association since about 
1939. 

A source, on September 13^ 195^, furnished a 
folder of pp entitled ^'What is the physicians^ Porxam?" 
which stated in part that to maintain freedom of thought 
and expression 'in medicine, the Foriom opposes the 
imposition of "loyalty oaths" as a prerequisite for 
licensure, for hospital appointments or privileges, in 
medical schools, or hospital staffs and against patients; 
to re-establish the freedom of the medical press, the 
porum urges medical society publications to open their 
volumes to diverse views on controversial subjects; and 
to provide a forum wherein socially liberal doctors may 
express their views in opposition to the policies of 
organized medicine.
